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Fifty-three rockets 
hit Saigon; 9 die 


SAIGON (Reuter). American 
and South Vietnamese bombers hit 
suspected missile sites eight kms. 
from central Saigon last night 
after the biggest rocket attack 
against the capital since the 1988 
Tet offensive. 

Fifty-three Russian-built rockets 
slammed into Tan Son Nhut air 
base and a neighbouring residential 
district on the edge of Saigon yes- 
terday morning, killing nine per- 
sons and wounded δά. 

It was the Communists’ most 
spectacular show of force near 
Saigon this year and came during 
8 24-hour adjournment in the sec- 
ret peace talks in Paris between 
Washington and Handi. 

The daylight attack appeared to 
emphasize the Communists’ ability 
to choose their targets unmolested 
and to warn the government what 
it could expect if South Vietnam 
continued to oppose current cease- 
fire proposals.

Gaddafi ‘forced’

BEIRUT \AP). — A footnote to 
Arab unity: the Presidents of the 
two Yemens agreed to unite their 
countries under threat of arrest. 


Libyan leader Muammar Gaddafi re- 

portedly told the two heads of 
state, meeting In his capital last 
month after a month of border 
fighting: 

“It occurs to me, despite all pro- 
tocol rules, to detain you here in 
this hall and declare to the Arab 
world that you will not leave it 
until you resch a clear formula 
announcing the merger. of North 
and South Yemen Into one -state.” 


In a report from Tripoli on the 
successfully concluded negotiations, 
the Belrut newspaper “Al Anwar” 
said an unsmiling Gaddafi then got 
up and asked them if they were 
ready to stay. Instead the leaders, 
Salem Ali of the South and Abdul 
Rahman Iryani of the North, 
urged him to remain and help them. 


According to “Al Anwar," Gad- 
dafi has promised to fimance the 
new United Yemen State to the 
sum of $46m. a year in cash. Libya's 
annual income from oil is $2,000m.

President of the Bundestag, the 
lower house of the West German 
Parliament. 


Her election is expected when 
the new Bundestag, elected a fort- 
night ago, meets next Wednesday 
for the first time.

Irish vote today whether to 
allow Church special status

LONDON. — Ninety-five per cent 
of the citizens of the Republic of 
Ireland are Roman Catholics. To- 
morrow they are going to vote in 
ἃ referendum to remove a clause 
from the constitution which gives a 
special position to their church as 
the guardian of the faith in the 
state. 

Out of contrariness they may de- 
cide to vote to keep the clause in. 
Not because they really feel that 
this is important, but simply be- 
cause Prime Minister Jack Lynch 
has been having too good a time 
of it lately. 

The government decided on this ref- 
erendum some time ago as a move 
designed to show the population of 
Northern Treland that the Republic 
was prepared to make concessions to 
their non-Catholic fellow countrymen. 
Thus they hoped to make the idea 
of Irish unity more attractive to 
the Northern Protestants. 

Events have, however, overtaken 
the referendum. First came the ar- 
rest of Provisional IRA chief οἵ 
staff Sean MacStiofain. This was 
followed by the new law which 
gives the state dictatorial powers

Bid to postpone 
British tax foiled 


LONDON (AP). — Prime Minister 
Edward Heath's Conservative Gov- 
ernment Tuesday night defeated an 
opposition Labour move to defer 
by one year the introduction of a 
new sales tax, which Labour said 
will send the British cost-of-living 
soaring. 

After a lengthy House of Com- 
mons debate, the Government won 
py 286 votes to 255 — a majority 
of 31, about its normal margin in 
the House. 

Labour spokesman for financial 
affairs Denis Healey said the tax 
— known as Value Added Tax, 
VAT — was “a fiddler’s paradise.” 
He meant it was wide open to eva- 
sion. 

VAT, which the Government will 
adopt from April 1 next year, places 
a 10 per cent levy on each stage 
of manufacture of a product and 
Is finally paid by the consumer. 
‘The tax has been adopted by most 
of the nine member-states of the 
European Common Market, which

Work accidents claimed about 
110,000 victims this year, Dr. Yis- 
rael Katz, Director-General of the 
Nationai Insurance Institute, said 
yesterday. ‘Traffic accidents on the 
way to and from work are con- 
sidered work accidents, and almost 
70 per cent of fatal work accidents 
are caused on the roads. In 1970, 
the figure was only 50 per cent, 
he said. 

Dr. Katz was at the 
founding meeting of the Jerusalem 
branch of the organization of work 
accident victims. The new branch 
includes East Jerusalem, Ramallah 
and Hebron, the organization's na- 
tional chairman, Mr. Zvi Behar, 
said. With. about 16,000 members, 
the organization includes widows 
af victims and persons injured 
through enemy action and in bor- 
der incidents, he said. 

A southern branch with head- 
‘quarters in Beersheba is planned, 
Mr. Behar added.

CATRO (AP). — One-third of 
Egypt's seven million acres of 
arable land is salt-affected, repre- 
sentatives of 31 countries participat- 
ing in an international symposium 
on salt-affected land were told on 
‘Tuesday. 

The Minister of Agriculture and 
Land Reclamation, Mustafa Gabaly, 
said Egypt spent $2,800m. on re- 
claiming land and combating saline 
ground over the past 10 years. An 
equal amount will be spent in the 
coming 10 years, he added. 

The three-day conference, sponsor- 
ed by the International Society of 
Social Sciences headquartered in 
Amsterdam, opened Monday to dis- 
cuss 76 research papers on how to 
combat saline land problems. 

Canference Chairman Hassan 
Bamdy, of Egypt, salé Egypt has 
been fighting saline land with a 
special drainage system which 
Jowers ground water level to dry 
the soll and eliminate salt. 


The U.S. Britain, France, West - 


Germany, East Germany, Italy and 
the Soviet Union are also partictpat- 
ing in the symposium.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP). — 
Apolio 17, perhaps man’s last visit 
to the moon for decades, wes to 
have blasted of at 438 am.
